New York, September 5.—(By As- 
sociated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—The French and Ameri- 
cans are fast driving the Germans out 
of their positions in southern Picardy 
and in the sector between the Vesle 
and Aisne rivers. So rapid has been 
the progress of the allies—the French 
in Picardy and the Americans and 
French from Soissons eastward to- 
ward Rheims—that the retirement of 
the enemy has the appearance of the 
beginning almost of a riot. 

Meanwhile Field Marshal Haig, in 
the north, from Peronne to Ypres, has 
been almost as busily engaged with 
his troops in carrying out successful 
maneuvers which are only in a slight- 
ly less degree of rapidly forcing the 
Germans everywhere to give ground, 
Haig’s men again have made the Ger- 
mans taste bitter defeat on numerous 
sectors and the end of the punishment 
for them seems not yet in sight, 


FRENCH RECLAIM 
THIRTY VILLAGES. 


In the latest fighting in the region 
extending from the old Noyon sector 
to Soissons the French have reclaimed 
thirty villages from the Germans; have 
crossed the Somme canal at severa! 
points and are standing only a short 
distance from the important junction 
of Ham, with its roads leading to St. 
Quentin and La Fere. On the south 
they have made further crossings of 
the Ailette river, and are fast skirting 
the great wooded region which acts as 
a barrier to direct attack on Leon, the 
Chemin-des-Dames and the western 
Aisne defenses of the enemy. Seem- 
ingly at the present rate of progress, 
this barrier shortly will have been 
overcome, and, indeed, the entire 
salient northwest of Soissons obliter- 
ated. Already the French south of 
Fresgnes, on the fringe of the high for- 
est of Coucy, have penetrated the old 
Hindenburg line.

| Along the bank of the Canal du Nord, 
in the region north and south of Inchy- 
en-Artois, strong German reinforce- 
ments have come up, and they are hold- 
ing in some places, especially back of 
Moeuvres, the western spoil bank, with 
immense numbers of machine guns. As 
yet they have not been really attacked 
by the British in any foros. It is not 
at all unlikely, however, that the Ger- 
mans will try to consolidate their line 
in this locality with the Hindenburg 
line at some point further south. 

It was through a somewhat analo- 
gous situation that the Drocourt- 
Queant switch line was established aft- 
er the enemy was forced back from 
the original Hindenburg line in front 
of Arras. The old Hindenburg line it- 
self does not run straight north and 
south. To the south of the Drocourt 
battle area it swerves sharply to the 
east and then tails off southeastward. 
It is the eastern stretch that the Brit- 
ish have been clearing of the Boche. 

May Try New Line. 

The Germans may try to establish a 
few defensive line, which would run | 
almost directly north and south, join- 
ing the Hindenburg line at some point 
southwest of Cambrai, but there are in- 
dications that the enemy is by no 
means sure that his efforts will meet 
with any success. 

The very fact that since the Dro- 
| court-Queant line was smashed the 
Germans have retreated from the 
ground behind it, which is of first im- 
portance to the retention of their de- 
fenses in the north and south, without 
making a single formidable attempt to 
regain their lost positions by counter 
attacks, is considered proof positive 
of the enemy’s weakness in this area.

HARD AFTER 


ENEMY. 

The French and Americans are hard 
after the Germans between the Vesle 
river and the Aisne, and for more than 
eight miles, extending from Conde to 
Viel-Arcy, they have driven the enemy 
across the Aisne and are standing on 
the southern bank of the river. Bast- 
ward toward Rheims, almost up to the 
gates of the Cathedral City, the Ger- 
man line is falling back northward. 
At the anchor point of the line in the 
vicinity of Rheims, however, the Ger- 
mans. seem to be holding, evidently re- 
alizing that a retrograde movement 
here would necessitate a straightening 
of their line perhaps as far eastw 
as Verdun. ! ; 

In the initial maneuver to the re- 
treat along the Vesle front the Ameri- 
cans and French captured both Ba- 
zoches and Fismette. From Bazoches 
they moved six miles northward to 
Veil-Arcy while from Fismette they 
have penetrated more than three miles 
northward to Barbonval, which is only 
a little more than a mile south of the 
Aisne. . 

In Flanders the British have taken 
the town of Ploegstreert and positions 
southwest of Messines, and northeast

KERENSKY’S RELATIVES 
HELD BY BOLSHEVIKI 


Amsterdam, September 5.—All the 


relatives of Alexander Kerensky, the 
former provisional premier of Russia, 
have been arrested by order of the 
Bolshevik extraordinary commission, 
according to The Izventia, of Moscow.

Seven of these had only had two weeks 
rest at that time. In many cases Ger- 
man divisions have had to remain in 
the line for long periods, and fully 150 
of the first line divisions have been 
fighting continuously from 2% to 4 
months. 

A captured document shows that a 
plan has been projected to disband the 
fourth company of every battalion 
which has fallen below 650 men, reduc- 
ing the battalion to three companies.

EXHAUSTED ENEMY 
BEGINS TO GIVE WAY. 


“Along the whole Ajilette front the 
enemy, exhausted by hard fighting 
since the 20th, began about 3 o’clock 
this afternoon to give way before our 
troops.

Well-Known Military Ex- 
pert Writes of How Foch 
Is Pushing Hindenburg 
and Ludendorff Forces Re- 
lentlessly From Northern 
France. 


By Frank H. Stmonds. 

New York, September 5.—(Special.)— 
The present German retreat will go 
to the German frontier. Whatever the 
temporary pauses, such as we have seen 
at the Vesle and the Canal Du Nord, 
there can be no permanent pause for 
the Germans now short of the line of 
Lille, Valenciennes, Maubeuce-Meziefes 
and the Meuse, from Meziefes to Ver- 
dun. 

The advance of the British and par- 
ticularly of Horne’s first British army 
stride the .Scarpe has been decisive. By 
piercing the Drocourt-Quent line, the 
first army has insured the fall of 
Douai, and of Cambrai, and with them 
will go the safety of all the German 
lines between Lille and Verdun. 

Nor is it by any means certain that 
the,Germans will be able to hold Lille 
and the Belgian coast for the balance 
of the present campaign, for the situa- 
tion about Lille is becoming very grave 
fand the possibility of the loss of the 
southern defenses of the city from 
Neuve Chapelle to La Basse is plain. 


German Situation Critical. 


The truth is that the German sit- 
uation on the entire western front from 
Rheims- to Lille is highly critical, and 
Foch has it still in his power to widen 
the area of active operations by at- 
tacks between Verdun and Rheims or 
between La Basse and Dixmude. 
cessive attacks on the fronts of three 
German armies have already produced 
a dislocation of the front from Rheims 
to Lens, but the dislocation is extend- 
ing northward and westward rapidly. 
The decisive thrust of what has now 
become the battle of northern France 
was Horne’s. -A simple figure illus- 
trates the episode. The German front 
hangs between Rheims and Lille much 
as a hammock hangs from two posts. 
The attacks from the Somme to 5Bois- 
sons were to be compared -to the oper- 
ation of pushing a hammock with some 
one in it backward. Always there is a 
chance that the hammock will sway 
forward again. But Horne’s push was 
like laying an axe on the rope between 
the hammock and one post. To cut the 
rope was to bring the hammock down, 
and the rope has been cut. Moreover, 
Mangin has been cutting the other rope 
toward Soissons, although he has been 
less successful. But the one rope gone 
upsets the hammock and spills its con- 
tents. 

Situation is Clear. 


Laying aside all figures, what has 
happened is clear. Striking at that 
portion of the Hindenburg line east of 
Arras, the British have driven through 
all systems of defense and are rapidly 
approaching Cambrai and Pouai. When 
they reach these towns they will have 
cut many important railroad lines, serv-, 
ing the Germans both to the south and 
to the north, and will directly threaten 
the remaining lines, on which the Ger- 
mans from Laon to St. Quentin depend 
for supplies. The threat, moreover, will 
compel the Germans to retire to their 
frontier to re-establish the security of 
their communications. In other words. 
they must get north of the point of 
which the British are approaching their 
main lines of communication. Will 
Germany defeat the British there or be 
isolated? .And isolation spells capture 

Almost to Objective. 

We are then almost up to that point 
toward which we have been moving for 
four long years. If Joffre had had the 
necessary reserves four years ago this 
week he would have been able to push 
the Germans away from the Aisne anda 
drive them to their frontiers. He lack- 
ed the reserves. The Germans had a 
chance to dig in and only now has their 
defense system been disorganized and 
actually smashed. 

Today Ludendorff faces the situation 
of the days following the second 
Marne in July—the only difference is 
one in size. His troops occupy a 
salient between Rheims and Doual. 
The British have broken in one side 
of the salient and Mangin broke in the 
Marne salient between the Aisne and 
the Marne. Horne and Byng are now 
far nearer German lines of communi- 
cation than are the Germans far down 
in the nose of the salient east of Noyon, 
just as Mangin’s troops were nearer 
to the vital roads in the Marne salient 
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Enemy Will Be Thrown Back 
To Own Frontiers in This 
Says Simonds 


than the Germans south of the Marne. 
The Germans in the great salient be- 
tween Lille and Rheims are not yet 
threatened with envelopment and cap- 
tur. As organized armies they have 
still a wide open avenue of retreat, 
but they cannot longer hesitate about 
taking the road and when they * 
it they will surrender most of all the 
French soil they hold and have held 
since August, 1914. 
Like Retreat From Moscow. 

But what is worse for the Germans 
is that three armies already beaten, 
have now to undertake the greatest 
retreat since Napoleon left Moscow in 
the presence of a victorious and alert 
enemy and across an undevasted re- 
gion which permits enemy tanks and 
cavalry to operate at the maximum 
advantage. We have no right yet to 
expect that the Germans will meet 
with supreme disaster. That his ar- 
mies will not go back as Napoleon’s 
army got away after the Leipsic de- 
feat, but we must recognize that the 
German has now to conduct the great- 
est retreat in military history under 
excessively unfavorable conditions, 
conditions which frequently in the past 
have led to great disaster. Unless all 
signs fail the German withdrawal is 
already beginning. The retreat north 
of the Aisne is likely to be only the 
prelude to a far greater retreat, as 
the withdrawal south of the Marne in 
July was only the first step in the re- 
treat to the Vesle. While this new re- 
treat is in progress the Germans must, 
as a matter of life and death, hold fast 
to his fronts just as he has held fast 
between Soissons and the Ourcq in the

Marne line. We shall see tenacious 
resistance about Cambrai and Douail, 
while the center between St. Quentin 
and Soissons is drawn in relatively 
rapidly. Finally the flanks will swing 
back, but the details are of relatively 
minor importance. 
Must Leave France. 

After all, the fact is that the Ger- 
mans must leave northern France from 
Verdun to La Basse. He may have to 
retire behind the Meuse and the 
Scheldt. But he has now no chance 
but to quit all of France south of the 
Lille-Mezieres line. He is certain to 
lose thousands of prisoners and a tre- 
mendous store of munitions and sup- 
Plies. He may meet with supreme dis- 
aster. He is bound to suffer a degree 
of demoralization in any event. As for 
the effect upon the German people of 
Such a reversal of fortune it must be 
enormous. Foch has won the battle of 
northern France, the greatest battle 
of the war. It was in fact, not one 
battle, but a- series of battles begun on 
July 10 and still incomplete, although 
the decision had been made, and all 
that is hidden is the extent of the vic- 
tory. We shall be at the Belgian fron- 
tier, from the Meuse to the Lys, be- 
fore snow falls, and we may be even 
further. If the German retreat degen- 
erates into a rout, a thing possible, 
if not likely, it will be hard for the 
Germans to make a stand in western 


Belgium at all. In any event the cir- 
cumstances of the retreat must abol- 
ish the last German hope of a victori- 
ous peace. The battle of northern 
France is not yet a Waterloo, but it 
is already a second Leipsic, paving for 
the Germans the same meaning that 
the battle. of the nations had in the 
Napoleonic drama. 

Meantime, if the British approach to 
Cambrai and Douai is not temporarily 
checked, we may yet see a disaster 
which will in the future replace We- 
terloo as the ultimate standard by 
which to méasure military defeat and 
the length of the war wil? be measurea@ 
by the cost to the German of his next 
retreat. '. will have been hopelessly 
crippled for offensive operations. It 
may have been definitely exhausted.

28. Despite the loss of all the other

When his major was killed 
he succeeded to the command of the 
battalion and led it forward throughout 
the day with courage and gallantry. 

Chaplain Francis P. Duffy, Infantry: 
“Chaplain Duffy devoted himself tire- 
lessly and* unceasingly to the care of 
the wounded and dying in the village 
of Villers-sur-Fere, from July 28 to 31.

OUR ARMY CLEAN. 


It must be a source of supreme satisfac- 
tion to the parents, wives and other kin- 
folk of enlisted men, and of those who are 
subject to call, to know that in the Ameri- 
can army of today, whether at home or 
abroad, the soldiers’ surroundings and “at- 
mosphere” is as clean and wholesome as 
watchful care and scientific precautions can 
make them. 

In fact, as stated recently by Major R. 
B. Brown, of the United States public health 
service, “most.of our soldiers have better 
surroundings than if they walked the streets 
of their home towns.” 

“In the old days,” said Major Brown in 
a public address a few days ago— 


“the American soldier gave his‘ spare 
time to poker, whisky and women; but 
now all this has been changed. Our army 
is clean and most of our soldiers have 
better surroundings than if they walked 
the streets of their home towns. Into the 
army have come men from the slums of 
the cities, and instead of these men con- 
taminating the morals of the sons of good 
families will venture to say that they 
have been taught lessons of right living 
they never before dreamt of receiving. 
In this way a pickpocket from Pittsburg 
may become a tentmate with four or five 
morally clean young men who will see 
that he soon falls in with the standard of 
life led by his. fellows.” 


The United States army is traditionally 
and historically the most efficient fighting 
force, man for man, that ever fought under 
any flag. It was so in the days of whisky 
and stud-poker. The American soldier, de- 
spite the evil influences that beset him, al- 
ways had an ideal and was ready to fight 
and die for it. 

So it is with the new American soldier. 
He has the same ideal, the same courage 
to fight for it; and he has that added 
strength that comes only with clean living 
and clean thinking back of the lines! 

Thus the young man who goes into the 
army clean has every opportunity to come 
home clean, so far as his army environments 
are concerned; and his comrade in arms 
who was otherwise when recruited must live 
a clean, moral life while in the army, and, 
by virtue of habit, come out a better man,’ 
stronger mentally, morally and physically, 
than when he enlisted. 

Especially are such statements as that 
of Major Brown—supported as they are by 
general and expert observation—reassur- 
ing and extremely gratifying in view of the, 
new law which places young men of eighteen 
within the scope of service eligibility.

Home-raised stock to meet the demands 
of the home-markets, and for shipment to 
markets that formerly supplied what the 
farmers should have raised at home—this is 
the record of the stock-raising industry in 
Laurens county.

Of this gratifying evidence of\ progress 
our Dublin contemporary says that a sale 
of registered hogs, raised in the county, 
“would have been impossible four years ago. 
Even if every hog of that grade had been

“Today, the farmers not only have 
plenty of registered breeding stock, but 
are so well advanced with their hogs 
that they have pure-bred stock to gel). 
It is a record of unusual progress, an 
index of the interest that-the farmers 
of the county are taking in live stock, 
and fine hogs especially. All of these 
hogs are of standard breed, registered, 
and would win prizes in almost any fair. 
That makes the sale all the more inter- 
esting, because of the swift development 
of the pure-bred hog industry in Laurens, 
where the old-faghioned piney-woods 
rooter had held sway so long.” 

Such a development marks progress in 
every department of farm industry, espe- 
cially as to diversified crop results—where 
the farm feeds man and beast, supplies 
home mills and markets of all kinds, and | 
yet has a surplus to sell. 
_ It means vastly improved methods in 
stock-raising where the pure-bred stock of 
a county is no longer the exception, but the 
rule. 

It is the right thing to advertise such | 
progress as widely as possible; it not only | 
speaks well for a county in the general pros- | 
perity line, but is a record of that higher ' 
farm-efficiency which is now such an im- ' 
portant contribution to the prosperity of 
state and country.

SOUND COTTON SEED 
FIXED BY DR. SOULE 
AT $71 PER TON 


The price of $71 per ton for sound cotton 
seed in Georgia, f.o. b. cars at shipping point, 
announced by Dr. Andrew M. Soule, federal 
food administrator, is final. This announce- 
ment is made by the food administration. 

The following telegram was received 
Thursday from Mr. Denny, head of the cot- 
ton seed division of the United States food 
administration, Washington: 

“You are correct in your published state- 
ment that the Georgia price of cotton seed is 
$71 in car lots, ¢o apply this season, based 
on actual yields secured by crushers in Geor- 
gia last year. This statement of price cor- 
rectly gives effect to the recommendation 
of the producers, which was accepted by the 
food administration.” 

The committee representing the producers 
asked for a price of $70 on the basis of a 
yield of 41 gallons of oil to a ton of seed. 
That basis was adopted, and, Thursday, some 
question arose on the price of $71 per ton on 
the yield from the Georgia seed. 

Information from Washington is that the 
producers committee, while in Washington, 
examined a statement translating their rec- 
ommendation, and that atatement worked out 
the following detail] on the basis recommend- 
ed by them: 

Forty-two gallons of oil, $55.12: 940 
pounds of meal, $24.91; 500 pounds of hulls, 
$5; 145 pounds of lint, $6.77.

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Daily Boil of the Political Pot

The recent f&ction of the “United States 
Chamber of Commerce”—a perfunctory ‘and 
semi-political organization of Washington— 
in denouncing certain acts of the federal 
trade commission, and in ascribing undue po- 
litical activities to certain of its members, 
etc., can best be understood when it is known 
just what the “interests” of this importantly 
captioned “chamber” are, 
when weighed in the same balance with the 
official functions of the trade commission 
in connection with those interests. 

I shall refer at some length to this matter, 
because William J. Harris, who is today a 
candidate for the United States senate in 
Georgia, was a member of and chairman of 
that commission until the thirty-first of May, 
1918, when his resignation, tendered during 
the early spring, went into effect. 


In the first place— 

Is it not a fatt that the “United States 
Chamber of Commerce” is potently concerned 
in the export combinations ‘authorized by 
congressgon the tenth of April, 1918, and their 
distinct application to war business? 

Is it not a fact that the “United States 
Chamber of Commerce” is directly concerned 
in the licensing of patents under the Trading 
with the Enemy Law, the jurisdiction over 
which is vested with the federal trade com- 
emission? 

Is it not a fact that the “United States 
Chamber of Commerce” is direétly concerned 
in the cost investigations, and in the mainte- 
nance of resale prices, both of which are 
among the official functions of the federal 
trade commission? 

Whose “ox is gored?” Is that not the 
milk in the cocoanut—the casus belli?

Why the Commission 
Gores the “‘U. S. C. C.”’ 


To analyze the functions of the federal 
trade commission with regard to these vari- 
ous matters— 

First, its relationship to the,export asso- 
ciations. 

The federal trade commisgion has authori- 
ty to investigate on any occasion when it has 
reason to believe that such association is 
operating in restraint of trade within the 
United States or in restraint oi the expart 
trade of any domestic competitor of such 
‘association, or that such association, either 
in the United States or elsewhere, has en- 
tered into any agreement or done other acts 
which artificially or intentionally enhance 
or depress prices within the United States of 
commodities of the class exported by such 
associatiog or which substantially lessen 
competition in such products within the 
United States or otherwise restrain trade 
therein, 

If, on such investigafion, the federal trade 
commission concludes that the law has been 
violated, it may require a readjustment of the 
business of such association, and failure to 
comply with such recommendations are to be 
referred to the attorney general of the Unit- 
ed States for such action as he may deem 
proper. 

The prohibition contained in the federal 
trade commission law against unfair methods 
of competition and remedies therein are ex- 
tended to any such methods used in export 
trade against competitors engaged in export 
trade, even though the acts done or com- 
plained of may have been committed without 
the territorial jurisdiction of the United 
States. 

The provisions of the trust laws are not 
repealed as against agreements or under- 
standings which artificially or intentionally 
enhance or depress prices within the’ United 
States. ! 
in the United States are permitted to hold 
stock in such export associations, though 
such holdings otherwise might be in contra- 
vention of the act to supplement the trust 
laws of the United States, approved October 
15, 1914. 

Such export associations are restricted 
solely to trade or commerce in goods, wares 
or merchandise exported, or in the course 
of being exported from the United States or 
any territory thereof to any foreign nation, 

Are thege broad and discretionary powers 
not responsible in some measure for the 
attack of the “United States Chamber of 


Commerce?”

Take the Licensed 
Use of Patents. 


The federal ‘trade commission, by author- 
ity of new legislation and sundry executive 
orders, is charged with certain war powers. 

Under the provisions of the trading with 
the enemy: law— 

“Any citizen of the United States or any 
corporation organized within the United 
States, desiring to manufacture, or cause to 
be manufactured, a machine, manufacture, 
composition of matter, or design, or to carry 
on, or to use any trade-mark, print, label, or 
cause to be carried on a process under any 
patent or copyrighted matter, owned or con- 
trolled by an enemy or ally of enemy at any 
time during the existence of a state of 
war, may apply to the president for a 


license; ..- - 
By an executive order of October 12, 1917, 


the president vested in the federal trade 
commission the power to grant or to refuse 
such licenses and upon such terms and con- 
ditions not contrary to law as might be fixed 
by the commission. 

The commission may order. inventions 
which, in its opinion, may be detrimental to 
the public safety, to be kept secret and the 
granting of letters patent withheld until the 
end of the war.

The Commission's Work 


| In Cost Investigations. 


Then, as to some of the other functions? 

The federal trade commission also con- 
ducts, at the request of the president, various 
cost investigations which are used by the 
several departments in negotiations with in- 
dustries respecting the purchase by the goy- 
ernment of needed products, and, where au- 
thorized by law, these cost investigations are 
used in the fixing of prices. 

The federal trade commission has recently 
examined a number of complaints charging 
that some manufacturers refuse to sell their 
products to customers who would not agree 
to maintain the resale price, fixed by the 
seller. 

Such practices have, by the commission, 


been held to be in violation of the laws 


| which it administers, particularly Section 3 of 


the supplementary anti-trust act of October 
15, 1914, and the following practices have 
been adjudged unlawful: 

(a) Indicating to dealer’ the prices at 
which the particular product must be regold; 

(b) The securing of agreements from deal. 
ers to adhere to such prices; 

(c) Refusing to sell to dealers who fail to 
adhere to such prices; 

(a) Refusing to sell upon the same terms 


(e) Furnishing any advantage to deaié 
who adhere to resale prices whilefefusing 


and particularly ; 


Corporations engaged in commerce. 


similar treatment to dealers who do not ad- 
here to such resale grices.

Is it at all improbable that these broad 
and discretionary powers of the federal trade 
commission gored’ in some way the “United 
States Chamber of Commerce?” 
The facts are these— 
I have watched with a great deal of in- 
terest the work of the federal trade com- 
mission. I know that it has been of in- 
estimable value to the government, and to 
the people of the United States, in the sta- 
bilizing ahd standardizing influences follow- 
ing its investigations, 

' y also know of the work and the line-up 

of the “United States Chamber of Commerce. 

It is not difficult to understand the real 
cause of its recent attack upon the federal 
trade commission, and indirectly some of its 
formef members, including Mr. Harris, of 


Georgia, and Mr. Davies, of Wisconsin.

Policies as to Workers 
In the War Industries. 

The Constitution has had several requests 
recently for #@ comprehensive analysis of the 
principles and policies that govern the: rela- 
tions’ between workers and employers in 


war industries. 
In view of the fact that there are thou- 


sands of Georgians now engaged in such 


industries, and the state is being system- 
atically camvassed for thousands more, as 
the quota allotted Georgia has by no means 
been supplied, I will endeavor to cover the 
main principles in these employment rela- 


tions— 
~ * e — 


The right of workers to organize in trade 
unions and to bargain collectively through 
chosen representatives is recognized and af- 
firmed. This right is not to be denied, 
abridged, or interfered with by the employ- 
ers in any manner whatsoever. 

The right of employers to organize in 
associations or groups and to bargain col- 
lectively through chosen representatives is 
accordingly recognized and affirmed. 

Employers are not expected to discharge 
workers for membership in trade unions, 
nor for legitimate trade union activities. 

The workers in the exercise’ of their 
right to organize are not expected to use 
coercive measures of any kind. to induce 
persons to join their organizations nor to 
induee employers to bargain or deal there- 
with. 

. In establishments where the union shop 
exists the same. will continue, and the union 


standards as to wages, hours of labor, and 


other conditions of employment be main- 
tained. 3 

In establishments where union and non- 
union men and women now work together 
and the employer meets only with employees 
or representatives engaged in said establish- 
ments, the continuance of such conditions 
will not be deemed a grievance. This decla- 
ration, however, is not intended in any man- 
ner to deny the right or discourage the prac- 
tice of the formation of labor unions or the 
joining of the same by the workers, nor to 
prevent the war labor board from urging 
or any umpire from granting, under the ma- 
chinery provided, improvement of their situa- 
tion in the matter of wages, hours of labor, 
or other conditions as shall be found desir- 
able from time to time. 

Established safeguards and regulations 
for the.protection of the health and safety 
of workers must not be relaxed. 

If it shall become necessary to employ 
women on work ordinarily performed by 
men, they must be allowed equal pay for 
equal work and must not be allotted tasks 


disproportionate to their strength.

The Basic 8-Hour Day 
Recognized Where It’s Law. 

The basic eight-hour day is recognized as 
applying in all cases in which existing law 
‘requires it. In all other cases the question 
of hours of labor will be settled with due 
regard to governmental necessities and the 
welfare, health, and proper comfort of the 
workers. 

.The maximum production of all war in- 
dustries is expected to be maintained and 
methods of work and operation on the part 
of employers or workers which operate to 
delay or limit production, or which have a 
tendenty to artificially increase the cost 
thereof, will be discouraged. 

For the purpose of mobilizing the labor 
supply with a view to its rapid and effective 
distribution, a permanent list of the numbers 
of skilled and other workers available in 
different parts of the country will be kept 
on file by the department of labor, the in- 
formation to be constantly furnished— ~~ 

By the trade unions. 

By state employment bureaus and federal 
agencies of like character. 

By the managers and operators of indus- 
trial establishments throughout the country. 

These agencies will be given opportunity 
to aid in the distribution of labor as neces- 
sity demands. 

In fixing wages, hours, and conditions of 
labor, regard will be had to the labor stan- 
dards, gvage scales, and other conditions pre- 
vailing in the localities affected. 

The right of all workers, including com- 
mon laborers, to a living wage is declared, 
and— 

In fixing wages, minimum rates of pay 
must be established which will insure the 
subsistence of the worker and his family in 
health and reasonable comfort.

AUTOMATIC ASTHMA TREATMENT. 

It is well known to physicians that true 
spasmodic or bronchial asthma (the seizures 
of which recur at regular intervals, last 
hours or days, pass on and leave no obvious 
signs in the chest between times) is caused 
by “sepsitization” of the victim to one of 
another foreign protein poison, such as horse 
dander inhaled, certain foods eaten, some- 
timeS the protein of bacteria absorbed from 
a latent septic focus somewhere in the body. 

It is also well known that in animals and 
men sensitized to da given protein poison 
careful administration of extremely minute 
doses of a pure extract or solution of that 
Protein at short intervals, with gradually 
increasing doses for a few weeks, will im- 
munize the individual so that the foreign 
protein will no longer produce any symp- 
toms. 

Today any physician, whom a patient is 
willing to pay for the time and trouble, 
can test asthmatic patients with purified 
Protein solutions, a long list of which are 
available for tue purpose. The tests are 
made by applying the faintest trace of the 
protein to a scarffied or scratched area of 
the skin, and plain water to a_ control 
scratch, and observing the reaction produc- 
ed. which tells the doctor whether the pa- 
tient is sUsceptible to the particular protein 
employed in the test. 

When the offending protein happens to be 
of bacterial character it is sometimes exped- 
ient to prepare a vaccine from the sputum 
obtained in the course of seizure. Dre 
Hutcheson and Budd report some successful 
results from vaccine immunization treat- 
mént in June (1918) number of the Journal 
of the American Medical Sciences. In twen- 
ty cases freated. complete relief followed in 
twelve, and marked improvement in five. 
Two gave no results, one of which was an 
elderly patient with emphysema (ballooning 
of air spaces in thé lungs due to absorption 
of elastic tissue); and the other was a pa- 
tient with ununited rib fracture. In one case 
the vaccine increased the intensity of the 
asthma. This was probably due to excess- 
ive dosage, or to too long a time between 
doses. 

Doses of a vaccine of his nature must be 
every alternate day. It is unwise to allow 
as much as a week to intervene between 
doses; it would be positively dangerous to 
allow a8 much as two weeks to intervene 
between doses in any form of vaccine of 
remedial serum. 

Hutcheson and Budd describe in detail 
the procedure to be followed in preparing 
this vaccine, which is of course a sterile 
protein suspension, and not living germs. 

That an attack of asthma should pro- 
duce its own remedy seems almost homeo- 
pathic, does it not? But who cares about 
the label? A victim of such a disease never 
knows what is, in him till he tries it out. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Window Shades and Eyestrain. 

Please tell me whether window shades 
green on the outside and plain cream on 
the inside would be as great a strain on 
the eyes as plain green shades. We found 
Plain cream shades a strain on the eyes in 
an office where close eye work was done. 
Would it be sufficient to have the one side 
of the shades green? (J. L. M.) 

ANSWER—Green 1s a, restful color to 
look at, but that is merely because it ab- 
sorbs more light than lighter colors @o. 
There is no protective virtue in green be- 
sides this. If it is a case of excluding 
the glare of direct sunlight, green or opaque 
shadts would be better—green one one side 
or both.e This is especially true if the 
worker can be placed in such position as 
to have the light Yrom window fall over 
one shoulder on the work it would be better 
to use no window shades at all, except when 
direct sunlight enters, and then a IHight- 
colored rather than a dark or opaque shade. 
It is an error in efficiency to sit facing a 
window for any Kind of work demanding 
use of the eyes.

rOR RAIL EMPLOYES 


McAdoo Issues Order Al- 
lowing More Pay to Low- 
Price Workers, Including 
Track and Maintenance 
Men. « 


Washington, September 5.—Nearly a 
million® railroad employees, including 
all clerks, track laborers and mainte- 
nante of way men, are to receive wage 
increase of $25 a month, the equiva- 
lent of $1 a day or twelve cents an 
hour, over the pay they received last 
January 1 under a new wage order 
issued today by Director General Mc- 
Adoo. Advances are effective as of 
September 1. 

This order, affecting half of the rail- 
road men in the United States and 
adding approximately $150,000,000 to 
the'annual pay roll in calculations of 
labor representatives, is the second 
largest aggregate wage increase ever 
granted in American industrial history. 

It is supplementary to the general 
railroad wage order issued nearly four 
months ago, providing for about $300,- 
000,000 increases, and for the classes 
of employees affected, it supplants pro- 
visions of that order, 

Most of the employees covered by the 
mew order have made considerably less 
than $100 a month, and the voluntary 
increase was decided on by the director 
general after investigation by his ad- 
visory board of railroad wages and 
working conditions of the pay of men 


doing similar work in other industries. ] 


In the main, this board’s recommenda- 
tions were followed.: : 
Eight-Hour Basis. 

The order specified that eight hours 
fs to be considered the basic day, but 
overtime up to ten hours is to be paid 
pro rata, with one and one-half the 
regular rate for overtime past ten 
hours. Specific rules are laid down 
for the promotion of employees on 
grounds of merit and seniority and 
other regulations forbidding dismissal 
of employees without cause, and pro- 
viding for hearing on appe®l resemble 
the rules now in effect under govern- 
ment civil service. 

These restrictions will affect mainly 
the whalf million railway clerks. 

Thousands of women clerks employ- 
ed by the railroads are to receive the 
same pay as men for similar work, but 
the interpretation of “similar work” is 
left to executives. 

Back pay from January 1 will be 
made under the former general wage 
order, and the advances now granted 
will be figured on top of the wage last 
January 1, rather than on the pay re- 
ceived in the immediate past under the 
general wage increase. Minimum rates 
of pay are established for all classes 
covered by today’s order, but the in- 
creases of $25 a month, applied if the 
employee worked on a monthly or 
weekly basis, and of 12 cents an hour, 
applied if the employee worked by the 
hour, in many cases will run the ac- 
tual new rate above the minimum. 

Classes Sharing. 

Classes sharing in the increases, with 
the new minimum rate for each class, 
are as follows: ° 

Track laborers, 28 cents an hour, 
with maximum of 40 cents an hour. 
Those doing clerical work of any de- 
scription, train announcers, gatemen, 
checkers, baggage and parcel room em- 
ployees, train and engine crew callers, 
operators of office and station equip- 
ment devices (excepting telegraphers 
whose application for wage increases is 
under consideration), together with 
chief clerks, forqmen, sub-foremen and 
other supervisory forces of the preced- 
ing groups, $87.50 a month. 

Office boys, messengers and others 
under 18 years of age, and station at- 
tendants, $45 a month. 

Janitors, elevator and telephone 
switchboard operators, office station 
and warehouse watchmen, $70 a month. 

Stationary steam engineers and chief 
stationary engineers, $110 a month; sta- 
tionary firemen and powerhouse oilers, 
$90; locomotive boiler washers, 38 cents 
an hour, with maximum of 50 cents an 
hour; operators of transfer and turn- 


tables, 45 cents an hour. 
shops, roundhouses, stations, store- 


houses and warehouses (excepting har- 
bor ,employees, to be provided for sep- 
arately), such as engine watchmen and 
wipers, fire builders, ash pit men, boil- 
er washers, flue borers, truckers, stow- 
ers, shippers, coal passers and coal 
chute men, 31 cents an hour, with max- 
imum of 43 cents dn hour; other com- 
mon labor in these departments, 28 
cents an hour, with maximum of 40 
cents an hour. d 
Maintenance Department. 

In the maintenance of way depart- 
ment, those receiving the $25 a month 
or 12 cents an hour increases over the 
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known as building, bridge, painter, sig- 
nal construction, mason and concrete, 
water supply, maintenance and plumb- 
ing, $115 a month, for assistant fore- 
men of these classes, and for foremen 
of classes known as coal chute, coal 
wharf, fence gang and for ditching and 
hoisting engineer and bridge inspec- 
tors, $105 a month. 

Track foremen, $100 a month; assist- 
ant foremen, 5 cents an hour above 
rate paid laborers whom they super- 
vise 

Mechanics in maintenance of way and 
bridge building departments who were 
not included in wage advances for shop 
craft several weeks ago, 63 cents an 
hour, helpers and mechanics in these 
departments, not provided fog in the 
wage order affecting shop men, 43 cents 
an hour. 

Common laborers, 28 cents an hour, 
with maximum of 40 cents. 

Drawbridge tenders and assistants, 
pilderivers, ditching and hoisting fire- 
men, pumper engineers and pumpers, 
crossing watchmen, or flagmen, lamp- 
lighters, add $25 monthly to wages of 
January 1. ' 
_ Coach cleaners are to receive a.min- 
imum of 28 cents an hour, with a maxi- 
mum of 40 cents. This is ordered as a 
supplement to the action affecting 
shopmen., 

Four groups not specifically mentioned 
among the preceding classifications, the 


cents an hour, were ordered. 


No Decreases. 

In no case are wages received under 
the general wage advance order to be 
decreased. Wages for new positions 
are to be in conformity with rates for 
Similar kind of work. The order does 
not apply in cases were amounts of 
less than $30 amonth are paid to indi- 
viduals for special part-time services. 
Employees assigned to higher rated 
positions are to receive the higher 
rates, but those demoted temporarily 
are not to have their wages reduced. 
When called to work outside of estab- 
lished hours, employees Will be paid for 
2 minimum allowance of three hours. 

Questions of Promotions. 

Referring to promotions, the order 
provides as follows: 

“Promotions shall be based on abili- 
ty, merit and seniority, ability and 
merit being sufficient, seniority shall 
prevail.” This provision does not ap- 
ply to personal office forces of super- 
intendents, trainsmasters, division en- 
gineers, master mechanics, general 
freight or passenger agents and simi- 
lar offices, where the management is 
to be the judge of promotions. 

The railroad administration laid 
gown the rule, applicable to all classes 
affected by the new order, that new 
positions or vacancies are to be bulle- 
tined for five days in departments 
where thev occur, and employees may 
apply within that time for appoint- 
ment, which must be made within ten 
days. Temporary appointments may 
he made ‘meanwhile. In reducing 
forees, seniority is to govern. A sen- 
‘oritvy roster of all employees in each 
elassificed department who have been 
in service six months or more is to be 
posted in a place accessible to all in 

e ¢ artment. 
a. pee disciplined, or who 
considers himself unjustly treated, 
must be given a fair hearing by his 
immediate superior if he asks for this 
in writing within five days. A_ deci- 
sion must be given within a week, and 
the employee then may appeal to the 
next higher officer. In these proceed- 
ngs he may be assisted by a commit- 

e of emplovees. 

Other antiar rules governing. dits- 
missals or disputabale treatment were 
est@blished as a means of giving cleri- 
eal forces, most of which are not or- 
ranized, a measure of the protection al- 
ready built up by unionized classes. 

The new rates of pay are to be in- 
corporated into existing contracts and 
fhture ‘agreements, and differences of 
opinion between emplovees and rail- 
road managements are to be referred to, 
the labor division of the railroad ad- 

inistration. 
he new order is not intended to, 
ehange the number of days per month 
for monthliy-paid emplovees, it is spe- 
cifically stated. Referring chiefly to 
maintenance of waymen, the order pro- 
vides that employees taken temporarily 
to another place than their regular as- 
signment, must be furnished with 
hoard and lodging by the railroad. 
Onlv in emergency or by consent are 
employees to be transferred from one 
division to another.

Washington, September 5.—Changes 
in the standard time zones of the United 
States, moving the lines slightly west- 
ward, are recommended in a: tentative 
report made public today by the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

The primary object of the changes, 
which become effective next Thanks- 
giving, if the commission finally ap- 
proves the report, is to unify the time- 
changing practices of cross-continent 
railroads. 

The proposed new boundary between 
the eastern and central zones would 
run from a point near Port Huron, 
Mich., south through Detroit, Toledo, 
Columbus, Kenova, . Va.: Bristol, 
Johnson City, Tenn.; Thomasville, Ga., 
and Apalachicola Bay, Fla. The pres- 
ent line extends from Buffalo through 
Pittsburg and thence south to the Filor- 
ida line.

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War-Time Hints for the Housekeeper 


PESTS 


By LILY REYNOLDS, of Atlanta. 
Written especially for The Constitution. 


“IT can forgive most things, be toler- | 
ant of bad manners and endure bad 
temper, and even put up with poor 
cooking, but the thing that is intofer- 
able to me is carelessness in dealing 
with insect pests, rats, mice, roaches, 
flies, fleas—and worse than any others 
—bedbugs, such torments as they are! 
And so hard to get rid of once they 
have really got in possession. 

“Verily, the sins of the mothers’ (who 
neglect in this particular) “are visited 
on many generations. I know persons 
who have had to sit up when making 
a spend-the-night visit, the little tor- 
ments being so numerous and voracious. 
I know that there are places where one 
never accepts a second invitation, fear- 
ing the persecution while there, and 
the danger of getting the stock in 
clothing to be distributed elsewhere. 

“Of course, sending the wash out 
to negro houses is a danger, though 
many negroes are Better housekeepers 
in this respect than some white folk I 
know. What I cannot understand is 
how some people can live with the 
teeming millions of them night after 
night. 

“Once a neighbor was fighting this 
pest and I happened in; she was using 
corosive sublimate in gasoline and go- 
ing over an iron bed lounge or couch. 
I stooped down and on the under side 
saw literally piles of the pest, protected 
by the wide top of the side railing, from 


divans, or maybe she sat on the bed 
when ‘making a little call, and after- 
ward one was discovered; finally they 
were seen crawling on her son's sbirt, 
and complaint made to the landlord 
and on examination her apartment was 
found swarming with the pest. She was 
notified to vacate the apartment, but 
it took days and days of labor to get 
rid of them, with gallons of costly 
insecticide and a loss of three months’ 
rent to the landlord, for, of course, 
the apartment could not be considered 
in a condition to rent until it was 
absolutely free of vermin. If such 
-housekeeping is not a jailable offense, 
jt ought to be a branding offense to 
protect the public. Since it is not, and 
since a visitor in your home may leave 
one to stock your house or the wash- 
woman bring them on your clothes, do 


keep on the alert, do not depend on 
“going over the beds” once a year, but 
look often, and if any are found be 
thorough in treating every fold of mar- 
tress, every crevice of the bed. 

Many clean the pest out once a year, 
trusting the work to indifferent serv- 
ants, so they are never entirely free. 
Three tims in my life I have got into 


binfested houses and I know that to be 


rid of this pest one must do the work 
who is in earnest to have it done thor- 
oughly, and after using the poisons 
freely every molding and joint must 
be examined daily for weeks, lest a 
stray one be hidden to stock from. 

For all the pests there are two slo~ 
gans: “Must be destroyed” and 
“watch.” 

Praise be! that there are so many 


any contact With the poison, and that 
woman thought she was getting rid 
of bedbugs. I helped her turn the 
couch upside down and saw to it that 
that tribe was destroyed. 

One little woman, in an apartment 
house was liked for her bright face 
and speeches, for her taste in dress and 
many charms of manner, until it was 
found that she was leaving bedbugs on 


good housekeepers that year by year 
the pests are being exterminated. 

Wake up, you careless, easy-going 
women, and help on the good work. 

It may not be a disgrace to have 
bedbugs or roaches or mice or fleas 
get in—which reminds me, a woman I 
know found her basement infested with 
fleas from a stray cat: she drowned the 
cat and kittens and then wetting her 
forefeet and ankles 
and let the fleas hop on her—they 
would *stick so they could ‘not hop,

substitutes for wheat flour may be used 
or distributed without the additional 
30 per cent of substitute flours. How- 
ever, where any mixed flour contains 
less than 20 per cent of cereals other 
than wheat, one pound of substitutes 
must be solid and used with each four 
pounds of wheat flour. 


It is now necessary to secure a spe- 
cial permit from the food administra- 
tion at Washington for the manufac- 
ture of pancdke and self-rising flour. 
When the permit is duly granted, such 
flour may be sold without substitutes, 
providing it contains 20 per cent of 
substitutes other than rye. 


It is not anticipated that there will 


be any restriction as to quantity of 
flour permitted to each household or 
consumer. This unlimited privilege is 
granted, of course, with the understand- 
ing that a policy of strict economy 
shall be continued as in the past. 
Manufacturers of Victory mixed 
flours will be obliged to continue their 


policy of taking out internal revenue 
licenses, as in the past. The milling 
section of the food administration will 
inspect the mills to see that the proper 
percentage of substitutes is maintained 
in the new flour.

The Jurors Who Tried and Convicted Wil- 
liam Pollard Make Reply to His Criticism 
of Their Verdict----The Evidence of His 
Friends Demanded His Conviction. 


Mr. William Pollard, who is under conviction for Subor- 
nation of Perjury in Fulton Superior Court, in a speech to the 
employees of the Fulton Bag and Cotton Mills, makes the 
following charge against the fairness of the judge and jury 
who tried him: “My conviction was the result of a frame-up ; 
Judge Ben Hill was owned body and soul by the Georgia 
Railway and Power company and Judge Hill refused to allow 
any labor men to serve on the jury that tried me.” 


We, the undersigned, members of the jury who 
tried and convicted Pollard, ask attention to the fol- 
lowing facts: All the witnesses against him were his 
friends and associates, and they testified before us 
that they were guilty of placing dynamite on the 
street car tracks at night. That Pollard had urged 
them to do so, insisting that this was the only way 
to stop the people from riding on the cars and win 
the strike, and that he promised them if they would 
do so, and were caught and indicted for the crime, 
that he would have a defense of alibi ready for them; 
that being so persuaded by Pollard and relying upon 
his promise they did place on the tracks the dyna- 
mite, blowing up the cars, and in one case seriously 
injuring four passengers, two women and two men; 
that they were caught and indicted and confessea 
their guilt and were convicted; that Pollard kept his 
promise and did procure the witnesses to swear to 
an alibi in their defense, which was untrue and 
known by Pollard to be untrue. Pollard produced no 
evidence to show that these witnesses swore falsely 
against him, not even proof of his good character, and 
the jury was compelled, under their oaths, to find the 


We further state that we had no interest in the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, were not stockholders or re- 
lated to stockholders and were required by the judge to so 
swear before we were allowed on the jury. 


We also state that we all earn our living by labor, and 
have great sympathy with laboring men. 
pathy with lawlessness, especially the horrible crimes of dy- 
namiting cars containing women and children, and perjury 
and subornation of perjury. Without desiring to injure Mr. 
Pollard, we suggest that he would be better occupied in show- 
ing why his own intimate companions and friends should 
“frame up” against him and not by maligning the motives of 
the judge and jury who gave him a fair and impartial trial.

In the most perfectly played and 
pitched game that has been seen in a 
world’s series since the memorabie time 
when Mathewson and Bender battled 
for New York and Philadelphia, this 
superhuman youth stopped the Cubs 
after one of the finest pitching duels 
the game ever has seen. 

The Cubs had more chances and bet- 
ter chances to win than the Red Sox 
did, but they failed in every pinch 
while one base on balls, administred to 
one of the worst hitters in the history 
of major leagues, proved the undoing 
of Vaugbn, who really outpitched Ruth 
save in that all important instant.

Red Sox Capture Opening Game of Series From Cubs, 1 
to O—Well-played Contest, Devoid of Spectacular 
Fielding—Play Was Worthy of Champion- 
ship Teams—Pitching Overshadowed 
Other Work. 


| RECELPTS LESS THAN HALF 
OF LAST YEAR’S FIRST GAME 
Chicago, September 5.—War made 


receipts of the first game of the 
world’s series. 

The attendance today of 19,274 was 
nearly 13,000 less than the crowd 
which jammed Comiskey Park for 
the initial contest between the 
Giants and White Sox a year ago. 
The receipts—$30,348—were less than 
half the amount taken in for the 
first game a year ago, as the prices 
this year were reduced, the choice 
box seat selling for $3, as compared 
with $5 in 1917. 

The figures of the opening games 
of today and a year ago are: 

1918—Attendance: 19,274. Receipts 
$30,348. Players’ share, $16,387.92. 
Each club’s share, $5,462.64. Na- 
tional commission’s share, $3,034.80. 

1917—Attendance: 32,000. Re- 
ceipts $73,152. Players’ share, 
$39,502.08. National commission’s 
share, $7,315.20. Each club’s share, 
$13,167.36. 


Chicago, September 5.—One of the 
smallest crowds, which ever turned out 
for a world’s series opening, saw the 
Boston Red Sox, of the American 
league, defeat the Cubs, of the Na- 
tional league, 1 to 0, today, in an error- 
less game. 

The battle was between two eminent 
representatives of what the dictionary 
calls the family hippopotamidae—name- 
ly, “Hippo” Vaughn, of the Cubs, ana 
another hippo rejoicing in the name of 
“Babe” Ruth. 

These two giants fought it out all 
the way and, although Ruth allowed 
six hits to his opponent’s five, the 
“break” went to the invaders and they 
were consequently making confident 
claims to the world’s championship to- 
night. . 


Effect of War Apparent. 


The effect of the war was everywhere 
apparent, especially in the temper of 
the crowd, which, largely local, saw 
the home team drop the first game 
without a protest. There was no cheer- 
ing during the contest, nor was there 
anything like the usual umpire baiting. 

Today’s attendance was 19,274. Rain 
caused postponement of the first game 
scheduled for yesterday. Today the 
cownpotr had ceased and the grounds 
were comparatively” dry. They sun 
shone fitfully and there was a stiff 
breeze from the north. No seats were 
occupied in the upper tier of the sec- 
ond floor of the grandstand and the 
right section of the stand was practi- 
cally empty. In the left section there 
were many vacant chairs. A number 
of boxes also were without occupants, 
and in the bleachers the three lower 
rows all around the field were vacant. 

War taxes, the high cost of living 
curtailed railroad service at advanced 
prices, the weather, the curtailed sea- 
son, and over all the shadow of the 
war were said to account for the in- 
difference of the public. The dyed-in- 
the-wool fans were there but not the 
general public. 

The left field bleacher space, usually 
given over to the virtues of a certain 
chewing gum, admonished the crowd tv 
“keep the glow in Old Glory,” and the 
right field space commanded “Buy 
war saving stamps and do it now.”

With approximately 30,000 Atlan- 
lantans to register on September 12, 
final arrangements have been complet- 
ed by the local boards to handle this 
number of registrants.

Constitution of Georgia, to be voted on at 
the general election to be held on Tues- 
day, November 6, 1918, said Amendment 
to amend the Constitution of Georgia 
so as to authorize municipalities contain- 
ing One Hundred and Fifty Thousand in- 
habitants, or more, to incur bonded in- 
debtedness under certain circumstances, 

By His Excellency, 

HUGH M. DORSEY, Governor. 

Whereas, the General Assembly, at its 
session in 1918, proposed an Amendment to 
the Constitution o¢ this State as set forth 
in a Resolution approved August 19, 1918, 
to wit: 

A resolution proposing to the people of 
the State an Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Georgia, . 

Be it Resolved by the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Georgia, the Sen- 
ate thereof concurring, That this Amend- 
ment of the Constitution of the State of 
Georgia be and the same is hereby pro- 
posed to the people thereof. That is to say: 

“Reserving to such municipal corpora- 
tions the benefit of all provisions of the

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SENATE ADOPTS “DRY" 
ZONE RESOLUTION 


No Vote Is Reached, However, 
on Main Wartime Prohi- 
bition “Rider.” 

Washington, September 5.—Although 
the senate today adopted a resolution 
authorizing the president to establish 
“dry” zones around coal mines, ship 
yards, munition and other war plants, 
it again failed to reach a final vote 
on the emergency agricultural appropri- 
ation bill with its order providing for 
national prohibition from July-1, 1919, 
until the nation’s huge army is mus- 
tered out after the war. 

The resolution for prohibition -zones 
about war plants was a part of the 
prohibition “rider.” It was adopted 
separately, however, upon the repre- 
senations that the prohibtion bill 
might be delayed and that the presi- 
dent should be given the power to 
immediately create the proposed zones. 
Offered by Senator Kellogg, of Min- 
nesota, the separate resolution was ap- 
proved without a roll call and after 
scant debate. Later an effort was 
made by Representative Miller, of Min- 
nesota, to hurry the resolution before 
the house, but Representative Dent, of | 
Alabama, objected, and it went over. 

Long discussion of the “slacker 
round-up at New York and of the fed- 
eral trade commission and its report 
on profiteering occupied most of thé 
senate’s time today and prevented a 
vote despite attempts of prohibition 
champions, to hasten disposal of the 
measure, which has been before the 
senate since last May. 

Prohibition leaders said that action 
of the senate in separately adopting 
the zone legislation would not interfere 
with or embarrass the prohibition sec- 
tion of the bill. They plan its reten- 
tion in the agricultural measure upon 
final passage. : 

The senate also deferred action to- 
day on the amendment of Senator 
Bankhead, of Alabama, proposing gov- 
ernment purchase of distilled spirits 
left in storage when the prohibition 
clause becomes effective. 

In considering food production ap- 
propriation items in the bill today Sen-
